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THE NEW GOVERNOR 


The inauguration of GOT. Blame marks 


the beginning of .a new deal in Wisconsin 
jjovernment. The administration is made 
up of both conservatives and radicals, al- 
il'.ouph the latter predominate and will 
voutrol slate policies. There is no cause 
for regret in the passing of the Philipp 
regime. In Jtmv respects Mr. Philipp 
made a good governor. From the busi- 
ness standpoint his administration was 
IcTp.l-headcd. It was clean and reason- 
ably efficient and economical. And yet 
there was certain phases of it which pro- 
moted rather than counteracted radical- 
ism. 
In a political sense this is true, for 


the radicals made greater progress during 
Mr. Vhilipp's incumbency than for years 
past. Had it not been for the bitterness 
of his factional aetivtlies -we would today 
have as his successor an eminently bal- 
anced, competent, progressive man for 
governor. Mr. Philipp's war policies were 
not calculated to soften factionalism, al- 
though possibly he had this in mind, and 
they undoubtedly contributed to the spirit 
and growth of radicalism. For the good 
of Wisconsin politics it is well that Mr. 
Philipp rs service is ended, and this ap- 
plies to government as well for the gov- 
ernment of a state usually is not much bet- 
ter that its politics. In the summing up. 
however, it is only fair to him to say that 
in the ordinary sense of the term his ad- 
ministration was successful and beneficial. 


Mr. Elaine is an unknown quantity. His 


administration is naturally 
anticipated 


with misgivings by conservative people. 
His unfortunate connection with the Non- 
Partisan league may have been th« result 
of a political blunder rather than of con- 
scientious purpose, but time will shed light 
on this. Even though he should recognize 
his mistake and turn away from the Nan- 
Partisan league there is still La Follette 
to reckon with, and no one can tell to what 
extent the senator may undertake to go 
in the application of his extreme theories 
to state government. That Mr. La Fol- 
lette will be the chief mentor of the new 
governor there can be little doubt, al- 
though it is of course possible he may in- 
terest himself more in strengthening his 
political machine than in determining ex- 
ecutive policies- Mr. Blaine, like most 
men in public life who have risen to place, 
has good qualities. He has a likeable per- 
sonality, impressing sincerity and right 
intentions, and he has considerable abili- 
ty- 


Perhaps he may not be so radical in his 


tendencies, now that he is invested with 
high responsibility, as he is reputed. Pow- 
er generally has a sobering effect and is 
likely to give greater consideration to the 
public at large and even to minority 
opinion than aspiration to power. Mr. 
Blainc will of course be conscious of the 
fact that the majority of the people of 
Wisconsin have not gone over to extremes 
and that they represent solid support of 
existing institutions. He will also realize, 
we hope, that economically things arc in 
delicate balance and that they may be eas- 
ily upset for the worse by hastily consid- 
ered measures and changes. 


The public attitude toward Uov. Blaine, 


even by those who vigorously opposed him 
in his campaign, will be, we think, open- 
minded. He will be judged, not by his 
past affiliations, but, by his acts and his 
record. The people will wish him success 
and will support him in all truly progres- 
sive steps and sonnd policies. He wiil be 
more certain of success, we are confident, 
if he follows his own judgment rather 
than the importunities of self-seeking 
politicians.

United States is rich beyond any other na- 
tion, that its individual prosperity was 
never so great, and that it has world mar- 
kets clamoring for its products we ought to 
see that depression and pessimism is il- 
logical and anything but flattering to our 
supposed grit and resourcefulness. 


We beliere this fact is beginning to pen- 


etrate thc mind of the country and that 
with the beginning of thc New Year a dif- 
ferent attitude is commencing to lay hold 
of thc public as well as those interests 


mon with the great powers, bring our- 
selves to a basis of national defense that 
contemplates peace rather than war. If 
this change ia not inaugurated it will be 
the fault of the people rather than cf their 
representatives at Washington.
